COIKAO* AND VALlT*, 

It ought to be a mere truism to say 
that coinage does not and cannot affect 
value ; that it aimply certifies tho qual- 
ity and quantity of a certain piece of 
property, for the information and con- 
venience of that world of trade whose 
nso and mutual agreement alone estab- 
lishes the value of the property so 
certified. Coinage does not make 
copper silver nor silver gold, nov does 
it make two grains of one, nor afleot 
in the least degroe the rate of their 
exohiugo for each other in the opou 

To facilitate the Fettlemont of con- 
tracts and disputes arising from them, 
the adjustment of damages and penal- 
ties, and tho avoidance of litigation, 
legal fonder laws are passed, by which 
a creditor is compolled to receive lomo 
specified kind of property in sstisfac- 
ti >u of his claim and to discharge his 
debtor thevofrom. And as all other 
property is valued iu tho terms of 
that property used aa monoy, and all 
contracts referring to value sound iu 
money, therefore tho form of property 

venieul, certainly ascertainable, and 
reasonable sort to bo used for such a 
tender. And to this theory all enlight- 
ened legislation confirms. 

In these days, wheu not only there 
are not wanting those who question 
all the fundamental verities, but those 
who build parties on their denial, it is 
proper to remind you that logal ten- 
der laws do not affect value. They 
simply provide a kind of property 
which, being tendered by a debtor iu 
a quantity equal to his ascertained 
debt, relieves him of nuy further lia- 
bility. If they declare that an ounce 
of copper shall dischargo a ilobt due 
for an ounco of gold, they do not 
mako the ounco of copper worth an 
ounce of gold . they simply rob tho 
creditor of an ounce of gold. Each re- 
spective ounce will exchange for pre- 
cisely tho eaiuo quantity of other 
goods ns before. 

Money was not invented to pay 
debli with, but to buy other proporty, 
and must, thorcfore, bo property it- 
solf. Its legal dobt payiug funotion 
is n purely artilioial and conventional 
iucidcut of its original and perpetual 
use, nud comes late in its history. And 
when any form of it has lost iu any 
degrco its purchasing power, tho law
